This  matter  coming  on  for  consideration  and  decision 
by  the  Tribunal  this  11th  day  of  June,  1947,  upon  the  oral 
application  of  counsel  for  the  defense  made  in  open  court  on 
the  10th  day  of  June,  1947,  for  an  order  of  the  Tribunal  re¬ 
cessing  the  sitting  of  the  Tribunal  and  the  holding  of  Court 
for  a  period  of  six  weeks  commencing  approximately  23  June  1947, 
immediately  following  the  completion  of  that  part  of  the  de¬ 
fense  case  relating  to  the  Tri-partite  Pact,  for  the  purpose 
of  allowing  counsel  for  the  accused  additional  time  for  the 
preparation  of  the  remainder  of  the  defendant's  case;  and 

Upon  representation  to  the  Tribunal  by  counsel  for 
the  accused  that  time  is  urgently  needed  for  such  preparation 
and  that  a  six  weeks'  recess  will  afford  the  defense  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  prepare  a  concise,  logical  and  orderly  presentation 
of  the  remaining  general  phase  as  well  as  the  individual  phases 
of  the  defense  case  still  to  be  presented,  and  will  permit  of 
consultation  and  conference  between  American  and  Japanese 
counsel  for  the  accused  necessary  to  an  adequate  study  of  the 
evidence  still  to  be  presented,  which  will  ultimately  result 
in  a  more  orderly  and  concise  presentation  of  the  defense  case 
and  expedite  the  trial  and  shorten  the  duration  thereof;  and 
Upon  the  further  representation  of  defense  counsel 
that  unless  the  aforesaid  reeess  is  granted  the  defense  will 
bt  unable  to  continue  the  presentation  of  their  case  without 
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interruption,  and  upon  the  assurance  of  defense  counsel  that 
if  said  application  for  a  recess  is  granted  no  further  recess 
will  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  complete  their  case;  and 
The  Tribunal  having  heard  the  arguments  and  state¬ 
ments  of  counsel  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises, 
it  is 

ORDERED!  That  the  request  of  counsel  for  the 
accused  is  granted  to  the  full  extent  applied  for,  and  that 
the  Tribunal  recess  upon  the  completion  of  the  presentation 
of  the  evidence  relating  to  the  Tri-parti te  Pact,  and  that 
the  Tribunal  stand  recessed  thereafter  to  reconvene  on 
Monday,  the  4th  day  of  August,  1947,  at  0930  hours,  subject, 
however,  to  the  further  order  of  the  Tribunal.
